NAVY OFFICER SHIFTS 


Selection of Naval Attache 
to London was Subject 
of Conference 


PARIS POST IS VACATED 


I" is stated that the matter of selecting 
Captain Luke McNamee as Naval At- 
taché, London, was decided upon only af- 
ter a conference between the President, the 
Secretary of State and the Seeretary of 
the Navy. Conditions prevailing in Europe, 
it is stated, convinced the President and 
the Secretary of State that special care 
should be exercised so that an officer should 
be selected with the equipment and service 
that is necessary to meet the situation. 
The selection of Captain McNamee is 
regarded as a special mark of distinction. 
The work of maintaining a parity between 
the American and British Navies calls upon 


the American naval attaché to perform 
some very delicate tasks. 
Captain McNamee served as chief of 


Naval Intelligence during the arms con- 
ference and as a consequence is intimately 
acquainted with the conditions under which 
the treaty was negotiated. He served 
overseas during the war on Admiral Sims’ 
staff and was present at the Peace Con- 
ference, He was graduated from the Naval 
War College and has had quite a distin- 
guished sea service. 

Capt. Charles L. Hussey, who will be 
relieved by Captain McNamee, has been 
ordered to report to the Chief of Naval 
Intelligence. Capt. Frank B. Upham, na- 
val attaché at Paris, will relieve Captain 
McNamee as commander of the Tennessee. 
_Capt. Arthur L. Willard, aide for Navy 
Yards to the Secretary of the Navy, on 
kis own request, has been relieved and will 
attend the Navy War College. Captain 
Willard has made such a splendid record 
in co-ordinating the work in Navy yards 
that the Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
protested vigorously at the change. He 
will be succeeded by Capt. John D. Tomp- 
kins, who has been serving in the Depart- 
ment as Assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Engineering. 

Capt. L. E. Bennett, Technical Aide to 
the Secretary of the Navy, becomes as- 
sistant chief of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing. The relief of Captain Bennett has 
not been selected. 


GENERAL PERSHING TO

(GENERAL PERSHING upon arrival at 
the War Department Aug. 1, on return 
from France, plunged into the work of pre- 
paring an inspection trip of the training 
camps.

DEFENSE TEST PLANS PROGRESS 
DESPITE POLITICAL ONSLAUGHT 


HE Defense Test developed an over- 

shadowing interest in the affairs of the 
nation during the week. Despite the ef- 
forts of the authorities in the War Depart- 
ment to avoid such a development, it ap- 
pears to have been drawn into the whirl- 
pool of national politics and it may become 
one of the issues of the presidential cam- 
paign. 

William Jennings Bryan is responsible 
for this unfortunate development, accord- 
ing to expert observers. There is no doubt 
that the thrusting of the Defense Test in- 
to the campaign is embarrassing in the ex- 
treme to John W. Davis, the Democratic 
candidate for president. 

Mr. Davis’ statement in support of Gov- 
ernor Bryan was made to preserve party 
harmony. The declaration of William Jen- 
nings Bryan that he did not inspire the 
attack of his brother, Governor Bryan, on 
the National Defense Test has not been 
taken seriously in most quarters. The de- 
velopments in the controversy prove that 
William Jennings Bryan injected the De- 
fense Test into the first stages of the presi- 
dential campaign, thinking that he would 
gain an advantage over the Coolidge-Dawes 
ticket in the approaching campaign. 

Governor Charles Bryan, up to this writ- 
ing, has refused to comply with the re- 
quests of the War Department in carrying 
out the Defense Test plan. He has ap- 
pointed a committee and ordered out the 
National Guard. Further than this, the 
commanding general of the 7th Corps Area 
received a splendid endorsement of the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps. Gov- 
ernor Bryan said in this letter: 

“I have no hesitancy in endorsing the 
system and I hope the year of 1924 will 
register Nebraska with her full quota of 
young men attending these camps.” 

Some of the governors who have endorsed 
the Defense Test have not been as prompt 
in responding to the appeal from the War 
Department as Governor Bryan. Yet out 
of a clear sky came a declaration by Gov- 
ernor Bryan that the Defense Test was a 
“military gesture.” He followed this with 
a pacifist argument. 

Such prominence was given to Governor 
Bryan’s letter, he being the only governor 
who had assumed a defiant attitude, and 
being candidate for vice president, that the 
political writers began to cite it as an evi- 
dence of friction between the head and 
tail of the Democratic national ticket. Mr. 
Davis could do only one thing, and that 
was to announce that he would support 
Governor Bryan. When he was first ap- 
proached he was inclined to avoid a dis- 
cussion of the issue, claiming that he had 
no knowledge of the situation which had 
developed while he was on a yacation in 
the Maine woods. 


Later, when he had held a conference 
with the political managers in New York, 
Governor Davis gave out a formal state- 
ment announcing that he would support 
— Bryan’s position on the Defense 

est. 

On July 31 Governor Bryan showed 
signs of nervousness and sent a telegram 
to President Coolidge asking for more de- 
tails as to the plan and purpose of the De- 
fense Test. Evidently he is not getting as 
favorable reaction from his attack on the 
Defense Test as he anticipated. Previous 
to the statement by Governor Bryan the 
authorities in the War Department were 
rather not overconfident that there would be 
a satisfactory turnout on National Defense 
Day. They were receiving a great mass of 
very favorable comments from the daily 
press and communications from various 
sources. 

Still there was an apathy which was 
giving the authorities considerable con- 
cern. With the pronouncement of Gov- 
ernor Bryan the situation changed over- 
night. A wave of patriotic enthusiasm ap- 
peared to sweep the country and the War 
Department was compelled to speed up 
almost to its war-time activities to take 
care of the situation. 


In reply to Governor Bryan’s last com- 
munication to President Coolidge, the War 
Department made public his letter on the 
Citizens’ Training Camps. It was dated 
March 7, 1924, before Governor Bryan 
even dreamed of being a vice presidential 
candidate. This letter is from Bryan, the 
chief executive of the great State of Ne- 
braska. The following is the text of the 
letter in part: 

“For the last two years I have been in- 
terested in the work carried on by the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps. This work 
is purely voluntary on the part of the 
young men of the nation, and I am pleased 
to note how near Nebraska came to the 
furnishing of her full quota last year. 


“The Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
represent concretely the thought of patriot- 
ism, civic responsibility and individual 
growth in all that makes for clean, healthy, 
vigorous American manhood. 

“Discipline I consider absolutely essen- 
tial both in the youth and in the mature 
man, and as these training camps call for 
a discipline that is almost entirely self- 
foul I consider their good effects great- 
er, perhaps, than any that might be im- 
posed otherwise; it encourages initiative 
and gives young men confidence in their 
abilities and as it brings together young 
men from all walks of life, it has a ten- 
dency to broaden their views and creates 
a respect for constituted authority.” 


NAVY DAY PLANS ARE 
NOW BEING PREPARED 


Advocates Hope For Same 
Strong Support Accorded 
Project in 1923 


SET OCTOBER 27 AS DAY 


[t is presumed that the birthday of former 

-resident Roosevelt on October 27 will 
again be celebrated by the holding of Navy 
Day. It is stated that the Navy League 
will shortly take the subject up with the 
Navy Department and begin preparation 
for the day which means so much to the 
American Navy. 

Otherwise the Navy will not keep step 
with the Army, which is now so actively 
engaged in the preparation for the Na- 
tional Defense Test, on September 12. The 
Navy Day comes just six weeks and three 
days after the Defense Test. 

President Calvin Coolidge gave the Navy 
Day last year his most enthusiastic in- 
dorsement. The first Navy Day, in 
tober, 1922, was indorsed by his predeces- 
sor, the late President Harding. Former 
Secretary Denby, Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt, Assistant Secretary of Navy, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover and Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, were among the most en- 
thusiestic sponsors of the day in 1923. 
Not only the strong supporters of the Navy 
in Congress but such members as Senator 
Capper indorsed the idea last year. It is 
presumed that the day will have the sup- 
port from the same source when it is pro- 
posed this year. Secretary Wilbur can be 
depended upon to co-operate with the Navy 
League as enthusiastically as his predeces- 
ser, Edwin Denby. 

President Coolidge, in the indorsement 
of Navy Day under date of August 22, 
1923, in a letter to the then Secretary Den- 
by said: 

“The Navy is the first line of defense. 
Our national situation makes it peculiarly 
important to us, for we have never been 
committed to the policy of a large Army, 
relying to a greater extent than less fa- 
vored countries might on the advantage of 
our location and our confidence in an ade- 
quate Navy. The traditional devotion of 
the Navy to the highest usefulness and ef- 
ficiency makes it especially fitting that 
Navy Day be so observed as to show the 
country’s appreciation of this splendid ser- 
vice.” 

The Navy itself will be expected to co- 
operate with the Navy League and other 
patriotic organizations in the Navy Da 
celebrations. It will be a day on whic 
the personnel of the Navy will be asked 
to show the public what the Navy is do- 
ing. Commanders will be encouraged in 
co-operating with local organizations in 
celebrations that will probably be planned 
by civilian committees.

HAT promises to be one of the most 

important movements yet launched 
to aid an adequate national defense pro- 
ram is expected to grow out of the annual 
abor Field Day which will be held under 
the auspices of the Central Trades and 
Labor Council of Greater New York and 
vicinity and the U. 8S. Army, at Fort Ham- 
ilton, N. Y., on Labor Day, Monday, Sep- 
tember 1.

The Labor men have made Col. Ross a 
member of their committee. The program 
of the day, which will be of the most spec- 
tacular description, will be witnessed by 
between 40,000 to 50,000 people. 

Among the events to be staged will be 
the annual athletic games open to the 
Labor organizations, of which some 500 
will be represented. There will be a polo 
game between the Army men for a hand- 
some trophy presented by the Central 
Trades Labor Council, and cups will also 
be presented by the council to each mem- 
ber of the winning team.

DEFENSE TEST PURPOSE 


‘THE 86th Division has been reconstructed 
for the Defense Test, September 12. 
All of the units have been organized, locally 
mobilized and locally trained in local com- 
munities within the State of Illinois, and 
it is now ready to be moved to a concen- 
tration area or theater of operations for 
use in connection with our national de- 
fense.

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 
BACKS DEFENSE TEST 


President Coolidge Rebukes 
Pacifists for Opposing 
Demonstration 


FAVORS PREPAREDNESS 


RESIDENT CALVIN COOLIDGE, in 

reply to pacifist propaganda against 
the “Defense Test” to be held on September 
12. sent the following letter to the Exec- 
utive Necretary of the National Council for 
the Prevention of War on July 23. 

In it the President explains the purpose 
of the “Defense Test” and rebukes the 
pacifists who have been spreading seditious 
and misleading information concerning the 
patriotic demonstration. 

He wrote: 

“My dear Mr. Libby: 

“Some days ago I received a letter from 
yourself, as Executive Secretary of the 
National Council for Prevention of War, 
informing me that that organization ‘Is 
preparing for a campaign in behalf of world 
co-operation for peace, to begin July 26-27, 
on the tenth anniversary of the outbreak 
of the Great War. It is intended to be a 
great outpouring of the genuine peace senti- 
ment of America. We believe it to be in 
harmony with your own purposes as ex- 


pressed on many occasions * * *. We re- 
spectfully ask your endorsement of the 
demonstration * * * 


“In reply, by my direction, the Secretary 
to the President wrote to you, saying: 
‘The President asks me to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter of June 30 with the 
assurance of his most hearty sympathy for 
every practical proposal to minimize the 
danger of war. As you know, he has re- 
peatedly expressed himself in this tenor, 
and you may be sure of his continued and 
most genuine friendliness for every worthy 
and effective effort along these lines.’ 

“As is well known to all persons who 
have done me the honor to familiarize 
themselves with my public expressions on 
this subject, I have been unqualifiedly sym- 
pathetic with the aim and purpose to make 
war, so nearly as might be, an impossibility 
in this world. Doubtless this is a counsel 
of perfection not to be realized without 
much earnest effort; to that effort, when 
guided along feasible lines, I have repeated- 
ly pledged my assistance. 

“It is now brought to my attention that 
your organization is profoundly concerned 
because of the assumption that the plans 
for a national Defense Test. on September 
12. constitute a militaristic gesture. This 
assumption seems to be based chiefly on a 
confusion of terms. In some unofficial and 


entirely unauthorized way the Defense 
Test has been denominated ‘Mobilization 
Day. The Government did not do this. 


It would be proper to call it ‘Inspection 
Day.’ -But it is not a mobilization, and 
the Government is not responsible for any 
such designation. 

“As a result, some well-meaning people 
have misconstrued its character and pur- 
poses, assuming that a nationwide mobiliza- 
tion of forces. and of the civilian and in- 
dustrial resources available for national de- 
fense. was to be carried out on that day. 
This, of course, is far from the truth. The 
Constitution and the law contemplate the 
maintenance of a defense establishment, 
which in time of peace always has been. 
and is now, in proportion to our national 
power and interests, one of the smallest 
in the world. I have taken an oath to 
support the Constitution and to execute the 
laws of the United States. I could do 
this by maintaining a large standing army. 

“IT am opposed to any such plan. I am 
trying to work out a method by which we 
can have constantly, as we now have, an 
exceedingly small army, and leave our citi- 
zens free from that burden by letting them 
assume their own responsibility for a de- 
fensive establishment sufficient to provide 
for domestic peace and order, and national 
defense. Instead of being a military ges- 
ture, this plan is the exact opposite. It is 
a non-militaristic gesture, for the purpose 
of keeping down to its lowest possible 
point the professional military organiza- 
tion of the United States. Our country has 
always relied chiefly for its defense upon 
the readiness of its patriotic manhood to 

take up arms when necessity presented.

“After the great military effort of the 
United States in the World War, our army 
was demobilized more rapidly and complete. 
ly than that of any other warring nation, 
Not only this, but the Government of the 
United States initiated the Washington 
Conference on Limitation of Armament, 
which brought about highly important re- 
ductions in the naval establishments of the 
great powers, and which sought, though 
without results, to effect also an agreement 
for reduction of armies. Undiscouraged 
by the failure to effect a_ limitation of 
armies, our Government's authorized 
spokesmen have repeatedly since that time 
declared their wish to bring about a further 
consideration of this question, with a view 
to accomplishing a general reduction of 
armed forces by land. 

“In the face of this record, which jis 
known to all the world, it seems unfair 
that the plans for Defense Day should be 
condemned out of hand, simply through the 
device of misrepresentation. Our Govern- 
went is compelled to confront the realities 
of the world. One of these is that inter- 
national agreement for limitation of armies 
has not been brought into effect. That be- 
ing the case, our laws provide a small per- 
manent army and contemplate its ex- 
pansion to meet emergencies, should they 
arise. Defense Day is intended to bring to 
the people a reminder of their relations to, 
and dependence upon, this skeleton defense 
establishment, in case our country be at- 
tacked. 

“There can be no doubt that failure to 
prepare for the possibility of war at a time 
when the possibility was really imminent 
resulted in great hardship, unnecessary ex- 
pense and the unjustifiable prolongation of 
the World War. To say this is but to 
state what everybody knows. It is desir- 
able that both the public officials who would 
be responsible for the national defense, and 
the people who would have to make the 
sacrifices to maintain it, should know some- 
thing of our plans for it. What is pro- 
posed for September 12 is merely a com- 
pliance with the purposes of the National 
Defense Law of 1920. It is not a mobiliza- 
tion, and the people who first attached to 
it the term ‘Mobilization Day,’ and then 
proceeded to condemn it, have been utterly 
unfair. Most of them, I am sure, have 
been innocent of intent to be unfair, but 
they have been misled. 

“Profoundly hoping that the outlawing 
of war from this world may be accom- 
plished, I am yet unable to detect any 
inconsistency in giving my approval to 
program of Defense Day. I wish 
crime might be abolished; but I would not 
therefore abolish courts and police pro- 
tection. I wish war might be made im- 
possible; but I would not leave my coun- 
try unprotected meanwhile. The Defense 
Test seems to me a means to assure the 
fullest efficiency to the extremely modest 
defense force our country maintains.

NAVY SCHOOLS 


ANNOUNCEMENT has been made by 

the Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, that French and Spanish will 
be. omitted from the mental examination 
which heretofore has been required of can- 
didates for midshipmen. These subjects 
should not, therefore, be considered in the 
examination of candidates for midshipmen 
from the enlisted personnel. 

Reports have not been required from 
commanding officers relative to the number 
of enlisted candidates who are preparing 
for the examinations. As only a few weeks 
remain to complete the selection of can- 
didates, the suggestion is made by the Navy 
Department that a survey of the situation 
be made and that candidates be assisted by 
intensive coaching in those subjects in 
Which they are the least prepared. 

An example of the systematic effort to 
help those who are weak in certain subjects 
is demonstrated in the results obtained last 
year at the Newport training station. Of 
the 13 enlisted men who went through the 
Preparatory training 11 eventually passed 
the entrance examinations. 

The Bureau desires to impress upon all 
concerned that all previous instructions 
on this subject be conscientiously carried 
out. It is the desire of the Department 
that every opportunity be given deserving 
enlisted men for advancement to the com- 
Missioned rank.

CARLISLE SCHOOL 


HERE was worked out July 14 at Car- 

lisle Barracks, Pa., by the personnel 
of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
Battalion the biggest problem for the care 
and transportation of the wounded in war 
that has ever been undertaken in time of 
peace, on a line approximately six miles 
in length and extending from Carlisle Bar- 
racks south over the territory traversed 
by the Carlisle and Baltimore Pike. 
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Approximately 1200 individuals of the 
Medical Department either participated in 
or were spectators of this work. It was a 
problem in the care and evacuation of the 
casualties of the division of infantry in 
battle, predicated upon a basis of 10 per 
cent., or 2000 daily. All of the stations 
for wounded and first aid were actually set 
up in their entirety—first, the battalion 
and regimental aid stations, then the col- 
lecting station, the ambulance station and 
substations, and finally the division aid 
station, known as the hospital station. 

These stations were manned by the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps Battalion 
who conducted the work, while the 300 
Reserve Medical Officers, now present in 
camp, traveled over the long line of sta- 
tions for study and observation of the de- 
tails of care and transport. 

Carlisle is the largest medical training 
center in the United States Army, if not 
in the world. It has a permanent person- 
nel of 475 enlisted men of the Medical De- 
partment with a faculty of 23 Medical 
Officers and is a purely Medical command 
under the control of a regular Medical 
Officer as Commandant. 

It functions in training the younger 
officers of the Medical Department of the 
Regular Army, the Medical, Dental and 
Veterinary officers of the National Guard 
and the Reserve Corps in groups through- 
out the entire year and under its super- 
vision the R.O.T.C. summer camp is con- 
ducted annually. 

This training center at Carlisle Barracks 
constitutes the main element of training 
for carrying out the preparedness plans of 
The Surgeon General of the Army for 
whatever role the Medical Department may 
be called upon to enact in future wars,

AIR SCHOOL 

COURSE of instruction in which flying 

cadets will be trained as pilots in heav- 
ier-than-aircraft, will begin on September 
10 at Brooks Field,, San Antonio, Texas. 
Lighter-than-air instruction will be given 
at Scott Field, Belleville, Illinois. Ap- 
proximately 65 applicants have passed their 
examinations for this course, and they 
have been placed on an eligible list for ap- 
pointment or enlistment. It is expected 
that the examination held on July 8 will 
increase this total. It is not expected that 
any more examinations will be held for 
the September class. In all probability 
there will be an examination held in Octo- 
ber and January for assignment to the 
heavier-than-air class which will be as- 
sembled in March, 1925. 

The flying cadets at Kelly Field are 
now undergoing training and they should 
graduate in September, at which time they 
will be appointed second lieutenants in the 
Air Service Reserve Corps and be rated 
airplane pilots. A number of former flying 
cadets were successful in their examina- 
tions for second lieutenant of the regular 
establishment and have received their ap- 
pointments,

are between 20 and 27 years of age, are 
single, citizens of the United States and 
who have had at least a high school edu- 
cation can secure full information by com- 4 
municating with the Chief of Air Service, 
Washington, D. C. 


INFANTRY SCHOOL 
Fr. BENNING, GA. 


HE Infantry School project at Fort 

Benning calls for a complete athletic 
plant where the officers and men of the 
Infantry of the Regular Army may learn 
how to keep their bodies ready for the 
heavy demands that will be made upon 
them in time of war. The principal fea- 
tures of this plant is a stadium that is a 
memorial to the Infantrymen who gave 
their lives during the World War. Here 
football and track and field games will be 
held from time to time. The baseball 
field is at one side of the stadium and will 
have a complete and up-to-date equipment, 
including stands, clubhouses and all the 
other necessary adjuncts to a good ball 
field. 

A polo field is in process of construc- 
tion, and a golf course, tennis and hand- 
ball courts, and several other fields are be- 
ing laid out. The funds for the erection 
of this great plant, which will be the 
greatest plant of its kind in the South 
when completed, are being raised by the 
Infantry, which has already gathered to- 
gether enough money to build the stadium.

the Mississippi at this time. The Missis- 
sippi will return to the Navy Yard on Sep- 
tember 24 for her annual six weeks’ over- 
haul and docking, ac which time the turret 
work will be completed. 


‘T’he departure of the Mississippi from 

the Navy Yard, Puget Sound. leaves 
the California, New Mexico, Nevada and 
the Seattle at the Navy Yard. It is ex- 
pected that the California will leave the 
Yard on her scheduled date, August 2S, 
and the other three ships will leave some 
time during the month of August. 


RRANGEMENTS have been completed 

with the Army authorities at Camp 
Lewis, Washington, which will enable the 
crews of the Battle Fleet to engage in the 
annual small arms practice while the ships 
are in Puget Sound waters. The range 
at Camp Lewis is practically the only one 
on the Pacific Coast which is suitable for 
the handling of officers and men and which 
is accessible to the Fleet. 

HE U.S.S. Tennessee, which has been 

in the Hunter's Point drydock at San 
Francisco for the past week, left San Fran- 
cisco on July 21 for Port Angeles, where 
she joins Battleship Division Four. Upon 
falling in with the Arizona Rear Admiral 
W. V. Pratt will transfer his flag from the 
Tennessee, and the Tennessee will tempo- 
rarily be assigned to Battleship Division 
Five until the arrival of the Colorade on 
the West Coast. 


N July 24 the U.S.S. LaVallette left 

the Navy Yard, Mare Island, to join 
the Destroyer Squadrons, Battle Fleet. 
The LaVallette has been undergoing re- 
pairs at the Navy Yard, Mare Island, 
which were found necessary after her 
grounding off Fort Ross Point, Calif.

the Battle Fleet during their stay in Puget 
Sound waters. The week August 17-25 
has been designated Fleet Week. and in 
addition to the usual sightseeing trips.

THE NAVY BUDGET 

THE Navy budget for 1926 presents some 

very troublesome complications. The 
Director of the Budget, it is understood, 
insists that there is no authority for sub- 
mitting the estimates under the cruiser 
bill, which passed the House and was held 
up in the Senate by Senator King, who 
took advantage of the parliamentary situ- 
ation at the close of the session. As soon 
as Congress convenes the bill will almost 
automatically pass the Senate and go_ to 
the President for signature, but the Di- 
rector of the Budget refuses to recognize 
the situation. 

Incidentally, attention is called to the 
fact that the Navy Department is being 
called upon to go to the Director of the 
tudget two times for his approval of this 
bill. The bill was approved by the Di- 
rector of the Budget before it was sent to 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs by 
the Navy Department at the beginning of 
last session. The Director of the Budget, 
in the usual formal letter, said that the 
bill was not contrary to the financial policy 
of the administration. Why the Navy De- 
partment should now be required to go 
again to the Director of the Budget for a 
second approval and wait until the Senate 
has gone through the formality of passing 
the bill is difficult to understand. ‘The 
budget seems to be a system of delaying 
legislation for the Navy. 

In this connection attention has been 
called to the astounding fact that there 
are still five submarines which were author- 
ized in 1916 that have not been built. The 
beginning of this session there were six, but 
Congress made appropriations for a sea- 
going submarine, the plans of which were 
approved two or three weeks ago by the 
Secretary. 

SOUTH AMERICAN CRUISE 
[* Congress will provide the funds, the 

Fleet will visit the West Coast of South 
America in the winter of January, 1926. 
That sufficient funds be provided for such 
a program will be strongly urged by the 
Secretary of Navy when he goes before the 
committee on appropriations. All the prin- 
cipal ports in Chile and Peru will be vis- 
ited by the Fleet under this program. — 

The Navy Department in co-operation 
with the commander-in-chief of the Fleet 
is working on the program for the winter 
of 1925 and 1926. After the completion 
of the maneuvers which will be based on 
Honolulu the Fleet will either go to 
Australia on July 25, 1925, or return to 
the United States. This will be deter- 
mined by the amount of money appro- 
priated by Congress for fuel. If sufficient 
funds are provided the Fleet, Battle Fleet, 
plus the light cruisers of the Scouting 


Fleet, will leave for Australia and not re- 
turn to the West Coast until September. 


The usual program for the target prac- 


tice will take place between then and Jan- 
uary, when the entire United States Fleet 
will be mobilized at the Canal, probably 
on the west side, preparatory to. going 
south along the west coast of South Ameri- 
ca. <A tentative program for the South 
American trip is now being worked out in 
the department. 

RESERVE OFFICERS MAIL 
ESERVE officers of the Army are fre- 
quently perplexed as to their rights in 

the use of franked envelopes. In a new 
organization it is not always easy to dis- 
criminate between official business and pri- 
vate affairs. The Reserve officers are 
authorized to use franked envelopes for all 
official correspondence for the Organized 
Reserves, but where the official business 
leaves off and social affairs begin is not 
so easy to determine as might be imagined. 

In a great many sections most of the 
official business of the Organized Reserves 
is conducted around the dining table. Busy 
men like Reserve officers can be gotten to- 
gether more frequently at lunch and dinner 
hours than at any other time. The most 
important lectures ard discussions take 
place at noonday luncheons. Some of the 
units of the Organized Reserves hold all 
their meetings and conduct classes at the 
noonday luncheon and evening dinner. On 
such occasions regular inspectors frequent- 
ly discuss Organized Reserve problems with 
the different units. 

But an invitation to a dinner at a hotel 
or restaurant does not look like official 
business to the post office authorities. 
This method of transacting the business 
of the Government is new to the post of- 
fice authorities. Therefore, the use of 
franked envelopes for such oceasions is 
being questioned by the postal authorities. 

No Reserve officer has gotten into any 
serious difficulties with the postal authori- 
ties on this account, but in a number of 
ways they have been cautioned. ; 

To get a clear definition of the rights 
of Reserve officers in this respect, a number 
of questions have been submitted to the 
War Department and turned over to the 
Judge Advocate General for an opinion. 
In one case where the postal authorities 
are insisting that the Reserve officers have 
gone a step too far, the commander of a 
unit enclosed a franked envelope which was 
directed to the hotel at which a luncheon 
was to be held by the Reserve officers. 

In the announcement of the meeting the 
officer was directed to notify the hotel if 
he would be present so that a plate would 
be provided for him at the luncheon. It 
was to be an official meeting, but the 
question has been raised as to whether a 
Reserve officer could use a franked envelope 
in communicating to the manager of the 
hotel at which the meeting was held. 

There are a number of other questions 
which have been asked by Reserve officers 
relative to the use of a franked envelope 
which will shortly be settled by the De- 
partment. 

COAST GUARD CONDITIONS 
ESPITE the large increase in the per- 
sonnel of the Coast Guard and the 

taking over of 20 of the old destroyers, 
the Guard is in a crippled condition as far 
as the real purpose for which it is main- 
tained is concerned. The Coast Guard’s 
chief function is to save life and property 
along the coast of the Atlantic States and 
Alaska. For this it must have seagoing 
cutters of a type that will live in the 
heaviest seas. 

During the war the Coast Guard lost 
six seagoing cutters which have not been 
replaced. An effort was made at last ses- 
sion to secure legislation for one seagoing 
cutter to replace the Bear, which was 
caught in the ice a few weeks ago. 

The Bear is too old to perform its duties 
in the Arctic seas and that is responsible 
for the trouble which she met last year. 
Taking the Bear into consideration, the 
Coast Guard is really short seven seagoing 
cutters. 

Of course the destroyers which have been 
turned over to the Coast Guard by the 
Navy are not suitable for the life and 
property saving work of the Coast Guard. 
They were not built for this purpose and it 
would be folly to attempt to use any of 
the destroyers in rescue work that is re- 
quired of the Coast Guard. 

It is possible that some great sea disaster 
will be necessary to call Congress’ at- 
tention to the way ships and equipment of 
the Coast Guard are being neglected. 

FLEET RADIO PROBLEM 
ADIO communication has become no 
small problem for the fleet. Before 
the broadcasting system became so univer- 
sal, radio communication on the fleet and 
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with the shore was very simple and could 
be carried out with ordinary radio equip- 
ment. The situation now presents one of 
the most difficult problems incident to the 
operation of the fleet. 

Some time ago, after extended confer- 
ences, the Navy Department adopted a plan 
of development which is known as the radio 
plan of 1925. This provides for certain 
radio equipment for each ship, but the com- 
mander in chief of the battle fleet has 
recently called the attention of the Navy 
Department that very little progress is be- 
ing made in carrying out the program. 

He points out that three battleships 
have recently been at the yards for over- 
haul and that no work was done on their 
radio equipment. It was understood that 
the program provided that whenever a ship 
was in a yard for overhaul the work of 
bringing her radio equipment up to the 
1925 standard was to be done. 

The same reply Bf insufficient funds 
comes from the Navy Department in con- 
nection with this work. The Navy is not 
only being scrimped in its fuel allowance, 
but it is unable to keep up with the prog- 
ress of radio developments on account of 
the lack of funds. If there is not a change 
in policy small country towns will have 
better connections with the great news cen- 
ters than the commander in chief of the 
fleet will have with his ships. There is no 
doubt that the naval authorities will ask 
for a more liberal allowance for radio 
equipment for the fleet in the next budget. 


MARINE MANEUVERS 
‘THe authorities in the Navy Department 
are now working on plans by which the 
Marine Corps will participate in the next 
winter maneuvers, which will be based on 
Honolulu. It has practically become the 
established policy of the Navy to use the 

Marines in the annual maneuvers. 

The Marines will be of special value in 
working out the problems which will prob- 
ably be adopted at Honolulu. As at the 
Panama Canal, there will be joint Army 
and Navy maneuvers in testing out the 
defenses of the Hawaiian Islands, the 
Navy’s chief advanced base. In such prob- 
lems the Marine Corps would naturally be 
used as a landing force in any attack which 
the Navy would make upon Honolulu. 

Under the generally adopted strategy of 
the advanced base it would be the function 
of the Army to hold a Navy base and leave 
the fleet free to operate against the enemy. 
Naturally the authorities will desire to 
determine whether the Army plans for 
holding the base are adequate to resist the 
enemy. The Army will not only be called 
in to answer the fire of the enemy’s fleet 
but to stop an attempt to land the force 
on the Island. 

This development will give the Marine 
Corps a major part to take in testing the 
defenses of the islands. As a consequence 
a great care will be exercised in preparing 
the Marine Corps expeditionary force for 
its work in the maneuvers. 

NAVAL RESERVE PAY 

HE Secretary of the Navy and Comp- 

troller General have had another ex- 
change of letters over the opinion of the 
Attorney General on the pay of Naval Re- 
serves, printed in the ArMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL of July 19. The Comptroller 
General has not yet stated that he will 
ignore the Attorney General’s opinion to 
the effect that the Secretary of the Navy 
alone is authorized to determine whether 
the reservists effected are entitled to the 
pay which the Comptroller General has 
stopped. : 

If the Comptroller General should main- 
tain his former position that the Attorney 
General on such questions has only author- 


ity to advise and not to decide, he will re- , 


fuse to approve the payment of reservists. 
Considerable curiosity is evinced by the 
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authorities in the Navy Department as to 
just how far the Comptroller General will 
go in his arbitrary actions. 

In the meantime it is understood that 
the Secretary has directed that the supply 
corps take the necessary steps to pay the 
reservists under the opinion of the Attorney 
General. This is taken as final on the 
part of the Secretary as far as his action 
is concerned. It is not believed that he 
will yield in the matter and that if the 
Comptroller General should attempt to hold 
up the pay of the supply corps officers 
because they reimbursed the reservists, 
that the Secretary will either go to the 
courts or Congress with the question. 

GEN. BUTLER’S STATUS 

“YOu can quote me as saying nothing,” 

said Maj. Gen. John A. Lejeune, 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, in re- 
plying to the numerous queries that have 
been made by Washington correspondents 
as to the status of Brig. Gen. Susaliay But- 
ler, Director of Public Saftey in the city of 
Philadelphia. It may be the effect of the 


midsummer on the nowapepess of Phila- . 


delphia, but every day for the past two 
weeks has brought forth some alleged new 
development in the ition of General 
Butler in the affairs of the city. 

There have been a number of “show- 
downs” and “ultimatums” galore, but up 
to this writing General Butler has not 
made any request of Marine Corps Head- 
quarters to be restored to active duty in 
the Corps. He is still on a leave status 
and without any action on the part of the 
authorities in the Navy Department will 
remain so until January 1, 

The question is entirely up to General 
Butler as to whether he will return to 
the Marine Corps at the expiration of his 
leave, 

RED CROSS IN CAMPS 

HE life-saving work of the Red Cross is 

not being handled satisfactorily at all 
in the training camps, according to reports 
that have reached the War Department. 
This work was put on the training plan 
of the War Department for this year in 
the Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 
The Red Cross agreed to conduct the work 
at all the camps, but some of the 
Cross workers have reported that they 
have not made much progress because the 
time of the students is not arranged satis- 
factorily. 

An instance is given where 80 students 
reported for instruction and the work was 
started with them. On the following day, 
60 more reported, none of the students who 
attended the first day being present upon 
the second. The third day the Cross 
instructor reported that he faced an en- 
tirely new class. 

It is evident that if this work is to be 
continued that the camp commanders must 
adopt a new system of handling the classes. 
Otherwise it is stated that the Red Cross 
will withdraw from the camps. 

COMPTROLLER GENERAL DECISIONS 
IX the matter of allowance for dependents, 

officers of the Services cannot tell what 
the day will bring forth from the Comp- 
troller General’s office. ‘The Comptroller 
General or the personnel of his office change 
decisions on the same case oftener than a 
woman changes her mind. 

A case has recently been called to the 
attention of the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy in which the Comptroller 
General’s office decided that an officer’s 
mother was dependent last year and this 
year that she was not. ; 

There was no change in the financial 
status of the mother, but the officer re- 
ceived notice that the Comptroller General 
had erroneously made an allowance for a 
dependent mother. The officer is now 
ing asked to reimburse the Government for 
the alleged mistake that the Comptroller 
General’s office has made. 
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27TH INFANTRY DIVISION

GENERAL RICKARDS GOES 
TO PENN. GUARD CAMP 


M242: GEN. GEORGE C. RICKARDS, 
Chief of the Militia Bureau, on his 
return to Washington from a brief visit of 
inspection of the Pennsylvania National 
Guard troops now encamped at Mount 
Gretna, Pennsylvania, reports that most 
satisfactory progress is being made by the 
troops of the 28th National Guard Divi- 
sion.

‘ish-American War and again in June, 1916, 
for Mexican border service. During the 
World War the regiment was mobilized 
on this same ground as the 112th Infantry, 
28th Division. On the top of this stone 
a bronze plate about 20 inches square has 
been placed, with an appropriate inscription 
thereon. 





REPORT FORT MONROE 
C. M. T. CAMP PROGRESS 


Three Hundred and Eighty 
Candidates Took Color 


Courses 


CAMP CLOSED JULY 30 


HE second C.M.T. Camp held at Fort 

Monroe was conducted between July 1 
and July 30. Three hundred and eighty- 
one candidates were trained this year, di- 
vided among the Red, White and Blue 
Courses. As there were no Basic Course 
candidates in the camp this year, the 
prompt completion of camp organization 
was greatly facilitated and the schedule of 
Coast Artillery and other instruction was 
under way at full blast by the third day 
of camp. 

This year’s camp was commanded by 
Maj. Paul J. Horton, C.A.C., with a suf- 
ficient instructional and administrative 
staff which included Maj. A. G. Frick, C. 
A.C., executive, Maj. W. C. Knight, C.A. 
C., senior instructor, Chaplain BE. P. East- 
erbrook, camp chaplain, Maj. A. G. Strong, 
C.A.C., athletic and recreational officer, 
Maj. J. W. Bauman, C.A.C., camp sur- 
geon, 2d Lt. K. C. Frank, C.A.C., adjutant, 
and Ist Lt. R. D. Patterson, C.A.C., mess 
officer. 

The Coast Artillery candidates compris- 
ing the membership of this camp were as- 
signed to three batteries, Battery A_ be- 
ing attached for instruction to Battery A, 
12th C.A., Battery B to Battery B, 12th 
C.A., Battery C to Battery C, 12th C.A. 
the captains of these regular batteries, L. 
R. Lutes, O. V. Bucher and R. E. Phil- 
lips, respectively, commanding the C.M.T. 
C. batteries of the same designation. 

In addition to the regular officers assigned 
to duty with this camp the enlisted in- 
structor, supply and mess personnel were 
furnished from the 12th and Glst Coast 
Artillery regiments. 

The program of instruction was based on 
the idea of giving an intensive and thorough 
grounding to all the candidate personnel in 
the employment and firing of a major 
caliber coast artillery battery. Thus Bat- 
tery A was assigned to Battery Eustis, 10- 
inch guns; Battery B to Battery Parrott, 
12-inch guns; and Battery C to Battery 
Anderson, 12-inch mortars. The gun crews 
consisted largely of candidates from the 
Red Course, the key positions filled by 
White Course candidates, while the range 
sections were made up of Blue Course men. 
The Coast Artillery instruction concluded 
with very satisfactory service target prac- 
tices, each battery being commanded by a 
Blue Course candidate. The drill and fir- 
ing of the guns was supplemented by Class- 
room instruction in gunnery and by demon- 
Strations and lectures, 

In addition to the strictly coast artillery 
features for the instructional program 
there was afforded ample time for instruc- 
tions in infantry drill, physical training, 
citizenship, personal hygiene and customs 
of the Service.

AMERICAN REMOUNT 
ASSOCIATION NOTES 


HE Government of Great Britain, fol- 

lowing the example set by the United 
States, has decided to transfer the ad- 
ministration of light horse breeding from 
the Ministry of Agriculture to the War 
Department. 





HE Civil and Military Gazette of La- 

hore, India, in its issue of June 7, 
1924, in view of the interest which has 
recently been aroused on the important 
subject of horse-breeding in India and in 
the activities of the newly formed National 
Horse-Breeding and Show Society of India, 
publishes a lengthy extract from the 
Remount, the journal of the American Re- 
mount Association, as “applicable and in- 
structive.” 

“The remarks in the extract regarding 
the riding horse still being a factor in 
modern army organization,” says the 
Gazette in part, “are peculiarly interesting 
when coming from a country which was 
practically the pioneer of mechanical trac- 
tion and in view of the opinion held in 
some quarters that the day of the horse 
1s over. 

“We might almost say that the Britisher 
has been reared on the horse and there is 
little doubt that history teaches that the 
most virile races are those which have 
been most closely connected with the horse. 
The horse has a definite value to a nation 
far above economics. Let us see to it 
that he is not relegated to the limbo of 
the past. The National Horse-Breeding 
and Show Society of India is analagous to 
the American Remount Association in 
every way in its relation to Government. 
It is entirely independent and self-support- 
ing but works in close co-operation with 
the Army Remount Department. 

“The American Remount Association 
was formed after the conclusion of the 
war, which had brought home very vividly 
to the Americans the importance of an 
adequate supply of good riding horses to 
the country, both in peace and war. The 
idea of a Horse-Breeding Society for India 
was conceived before the existence of the 
American Association was known but the 
aims and objects of both are identical and 
it will always be a matter for regret that 
such a society was not formed in India at 
least 20 years ago.” 


MARINE CORPS TO HOLD 
ANNUAL LAND MANEUVERS 


ORE than 3000 Marines of the Marine 

Corps Expeditionary Force, com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. Dion Williams, will 
leave Quantico, Va., the Marine Corps base 
of the Atlantic Coast, on Monday, August 
25, for the fourth annual land exercises to 
be held by that body. 

The maneuvers will culminate in battle 
exercises held on the Civil War battlefield 
of Antietam, near Sharpsburg, Md., where 
the efficiency developed by the Marines in 
the year of training will be put to a severe 
test in carrying out military maneuvers 
and in the enactment of historical repro- 
ductions. 

The line of march from Quantico will 
include Washington, D. C., August 26; 
Gaithersburg, August 27; Ridgeville, 
August 29; Frederick, August 30; and 
Sharpsburg, September 1-13. The time 
consumed will be about 20 days, of which 
10 will be spent in actual marching and 
the remaining in camp and battie exercises. 
The troops will return from camp Septem- 
ber 18 

The present exercises will have to do 
with the solution of problems of offensive 
land warfare in connection with the Navy. 
In training to carry out the mission of the 
Marine Corps to seize and protect ad- 
vanced naval bases in case of war, the 
Corps has conducted three land maneuvers 
during past years and one maneuver at sea 
last winter. In the present case the the- 
ory of the exercises will include the attack 
and destruction of an enemy land force 
which is menacing an American naval base 
which it is the duty of the Marines to 
guard. 

Three such problems have been solved 
in past years in Marine maneuvers at the 
Wilderness, Va., Gettysburg, Pa., and New- 
market, Va., while last winter the problem 
of fortifying and defending a naval base 
on interior lines was undertaken in connec- 
tion with the Fleet, at the island of Cu- 
lebra in the Caribbean Sea.

The 33d U. S. Infantry was organized 
July 5-7, 1916, the nucleus being obtained 
from the 5th and 10th U. S. Infantry, then 
stationed in the Canal Zone. During the 
World War this regiment was on duty as 
guards over vital ints of the Panama 
Canal. In July, 1918, they participated in 
supervising the elections held in the Re- 
public of Panama, and from that time until 
August, 1920, a detail of officers and men 
were stationed at David, Chiriqui Province, 
Republic of Panama. 

In November, 1920, the regiment, which 
had been divided since 1917, was united at 
the new post, Fort Clayton, C. Z., Maj. 
Gen. Charles H. Muir commanding the 
regiment from its organization until July, 
1918, at which time Col. Benjamin C. 
Morse assumed command until July, 1920, 
being followed by Col. W. O. Johnson, who 
in turn was followed by the present com- 
manding officer, Col. John W. Heavey, in 
September, 1923.

Secretary of Navy Accepts 
Attorney General’s 
Ruling as Final 


LETTER EXPLAINS ORDER 


A CCEPTING the opinion of the Attorney 
General as final, the Secretary of Navy 
has directed the chief of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts to pay the retainer now 
due the members of the Fleet Reserve who 
were held up under the_ decision of the 
Comptroller General. Thus it appears 
that it is the Comptroller General’s next 
move if in this case he does not intend 
to accept the Attorney General's opinion as 
a correct interpretation of the law. 

In the course of his letter the Secretary 
said: “The general rule to be applied un- 
der the Attorney General's opinion is that 
‘When the Secretary has transferred a man 
to the Fleet reserve, his eligibility has 
been established in the only way provided 
by law: the act of the Secretary, in ab- 
sence of circumstances amounting to fraud, 
is final; and is conclusive upon everybody, 
including the Secretary himself and his 
successors in Office. 

“The Attorney General suggests that 
there may possibly be cases which would 
constitute an exception to this general 
rule, as to which he would not be_pre- 
pared to say the Secretary's act could not 
be reconsidered, as, for example, should 
the Secretary’s act ‘plainly and obviously 
in violation of law in transferring to the 
Fleet naval reserve a man who, upon no 
rational theory. had to his credit the maxi- 
mum length of service prescribed by the 
acts of Congress’; but that, even as in 
such eases, the law ‘does not see upon mere 
technicalities and unsubstantial trifles for 
the purpose of overruling the acts of execu- 
tive officers performed in good faith, par- 
ticularly to the prejudice of innocent per- 
sons who have acauired honorable status 
es the result of such act.’ 

“In consequence with the law as an- 
nounced by the Attorney General, the De- 
nertment decides that no transfers which 
have heretofore been made to the Fleet na- 
val reserve will be reconsidered. except in 
those cases. if any. where it plainly appears 
that men were transferred to the Fleet 
naval reserve who. upon no rational theory. 
lad to their credit the minimum length of 
serviee prescribed by the acts of Congress, 
and that apparent error made in_ their 
cases was not unsubstantial and trifling. 

“Where the apparent error was one of 
mathematical calculation, a mistake of a 
few davs or a few weeks (less than three 
months) which may have occurred in de- 
termining that the men concerned had 
more than 16 years of naval service would 
not be regarded as substantial.” 

The letter goes on to say that when there 
appeared to be some errors in computing 
service each case shall be submitted immedi- 
ately to the Secretary for consideration by 
him. This places the entire matter in the 
hands of the Secretary so that no injustice 
will occur to any reservist through a tech- 
nical interpretation of the law. 


MEDICAL MANEUVERS ARE 
HELD AT CARLISLE CAMP 


EDICAL maneuvers just held at Car- 

lisle Barracks, Pennsylvania, were 
not only the most extensive the country 
has ever witnessed, but it embraced the 
largest number of Medical Department per- 
sonnel ever assembled at any one time dur- 
ing peace. Maior General Merritte W. 
Treland, Surgeon General, inspected the 
camp and upon the completion of the ma- 
neuvers complimented Lt. Col. C. R. Rey- 
nolds. M.C., commandant of the school, 
and the members of the faculty upon the 
efficient manner in which the training had 
been conducted. This is the largest medi- 
eal training center of the Army, having 
a nermanent personnel of 23 officers and 
475 enlisted men of the Medical Depart- 
ment. 

Training in small classes from time to 
time of the younger officers of the Medi- 
cal Department, Regular Armv. and Medi- 
eal, Dental and Veterinary officers of the 
National Guard and of the Reserve Corps 
are the chief functions of this station. It 
also conducts annually the largest medical 
R.O.T.C. training camp, the students com-

by the arrival of more than 400 Moedj | 
Department R.O.T.C. students, 300 Re- 
serve Corps officers of the Medica] De- 
partment, and about 300 officers and ep- 
listed men comprising the 104th Medical 
regiment of the Maryland and Virginj 
National Guard. P 

Medical maneuvers in the field, demon- 
strating the manner in which the Medical 
Department of the Army aims to care for 
the nation’s wounded in future wars 
formed the basis of training at Carlisle 
during that encampment. The collection 
transportation and hospitalization of simy: 
lated sick and wounded by the units of the 
Medical Department were performed in a 
realistic manner. Major General Merritte 
W. Ireland, the Surgeon General of the 
Army, with members of his staff, witnessed 
a large maneuver in which the medical 
service of a Division in action was the 
problem presented. Approximately 1200 
individuals of the Medical Department 
participated in the maneuver, extending 
on a line of about six miles in length. Al] 
of the stations for wounded utilized unde 
actual battle conditions were established, 
viz., battalion and regimental aid stations, 
collecting stations, ambulance stations and 
hospital stations.. All these units were 
manned by members of the student body 
comprising the R.O.T.C. camp aided by 
the 104th Medical regiment, N.G. The 
Reserve officers in camp were conducted 
over the entire route of evacuation for the 
purpose of observing the Army’s methods 
of handling sick and wounded, and at each 
‘station’ were given a brief talk on its lay- 
out and function by the officer in charge. 
The simulated wounded were provided from 
among the R.O.T.C. students and practical- 
ly all classes of “wounds” of the body were 
given treatment on the field in order to 
make the scene realistic and to provide 
the practical training. 

Among the Medical Reserve officers in 
the camp were some of the most distin- 
guished physicians and surgeons of the 
medical and allied professions from va- 
tious localities throughout the East. 
Deans Pepper, Patterson, Huggins, Begg, 
McElroy, Lyle and other prominent men- 
bers of the medical profession attended the 
camp. During the encampment Brig. Gen. 
Joel E. Goldthwaite, M.O.R.C., Harvard 
University, gave an interesting lecture on 
the benefits to be derived from military 
training. 

On the Athletic Field, through a loud- 
speaking device, General Ireland addressed 
the entire group of trainees, outlining the 
preparedness plans of the Surgeon Gen- 
eral and stressing the important relations 
that should exist between civil practitioners 
and the Regular Army officers of the Med- 
ical” Department. The address was en- 
thusiastically received. During his remarks 
General Ireland stated that this was the 
first time he had had the pleasure of ad- 
dressing in one assembly all of the various 
components of the Army of the United 
States, viz., members of the Regular Army. 
the National Guard, the Reserve Corps and 
the students of the R.O.T.C. units. Fol- 
lowing his address General Ireland wit 
nessed a review of the entire command, 
given in his honor, which was successfully 
carried out in the presence of several thou-

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NATIONAL DEFENSE DAY 
6s HERE ignorance is bliss ‘tis folly to 
be wise,” might well be the motto of 
the opponents to the so-called mobilization 
which is to take place on September 12, 
who maintain that the plans for this day 
will constitute a threat to other nations. 

The ignorance with which these people 
have rushed into their position, without 
making the slightest effort to investigate 
what obtains in other countries, is the 
best possible evidence of their desire willy- 
nilly to demonstrate that any action taken 
by our Government looking towards ade- 
quate national defense is unjustifiable. 

In almost every country, except China, 
Great Britain, the United States and Ger- 
many, universal service, not only in war 
but also in peace, is recognized and en- 
forced as a part of the duty of a citizen 
or subject. Aside from the European na- 
tions, Japan has universal service as has 
also Chile, Argentine and others of the 
leading South American countries. 

The climax of the period of training each 
year in peace is a period of maneuvers, 
prior to which a partial mobilization, such 
as would take place in war, always occurs. 
In other words, the citizen or subject is not 
only trained in peace so that he may be 
of some immediate value on the battlefield 
in war but once a year a test is made to 
see how the machinery provided would 
work should war come. 

This is not something which has grown 
up since the war, but is a state of affairs 
which has existed for a number of decades. 
It is such a matter of routine that it ex- 
cites no comment. 

China as a whole not being really under 
the control of the Central Government at 
Peking, and there being constant insurrec- 
tion and trouble, to say nothing of the fact 
that some of her provinces are occupied by 
foreign powers, cannot be considered as an 
example to be followed by the United 
States. 

Great Britain, insofar as the funds made 
available will permit has annual maneu- 
vers for her regulars and her Territorials, 
which latter forces in general, roughly cor- 
respond to our National Guard. From time 
to time she has tests to determine what 
could be done should war come.

The fact that these testa were on too 
small a scale and that her people and lead- 
ers were indifferent to the lessons of war is 
one of the main reasons why it took her 
until the summer of 1916, two years after 
the war began, before she could exercise 
her maximum effort on the battlefield. 
Iler slowness in reaching this point and 
our own delay in getting an army upon 
European battlefields due to our lack of 
preparedness should furnish to every think- 
ing man the best examples of the danger of 
defeat resulting from the failure to be pre- 


pared immediately to mobilize the man- 
power of a nation. 
That Germany today has neither uni- 


versal service nor an annual partial mo- 
bilization is not the result of any desire, 
but of restraint. Even under restraint she 
is suspected of secret plans tested from 
time to time, insofar as possible, in order 
that mobilize her man- 
power once War comes, 

The danger of the so-called mobilization 
of September 12 is not that it threatens 
any other nation, but that it will so show 
our weakness and inability quickly to mo- 
bilize that any other nation which, for one 
cause or another, may be considering war 
with us, inevitably will be tempted to bring 
on a crisis at the present time. 

In these days of scientific investigation 
and the determination of some bacteria as 
the cause of every trouble which afflicts 
the human race, it might be well for some 
rich man or some university to donate the 
funds necessary to determine what par- 
ticular species of infinitesimal animal life 
is responsible for the disease which afflicts 
so many people in this country, causing 
them, without hesitating to investigate the 
fucts, always to proclaim loudly that our 
country is always wrong. Decatur’s mot- 
to, “My country, right or wrong, but my 
country,” in their “Any foreign 
country, right or but never my 


country.”

THE PRESS AND MILITARY FACTS 
"THE freedom of the press must be main- 
tained. However, the loose reasoning, 
with consequent pernicious results, so often 
found teday in the editorial columns of 
papers of considerable circulation must 
bring to the mind of every thinking man 
the question as to whether or not some 
system should be devised by which publi- 
be held responsible. 
issue Collier's Weekly en- 
deavors to that no war will ever 
again be won or lost on the battlefield. 
The main support of this remarkable dec- 
laration is the statement, “America called 
more than four million soldiers to the col- 
ors. The world knows their quality as 
fighting men. Sut the day when fighting 
men could win a final victory had past.” 
America did call more than four million 
soldiers to the colors, but only half got to 
Europe at all. Of those who got to Europe 
the majority participated in one operation, 
that of the Argonne. In other words, the 
implied statement that we used four mil- 
men against the Germans is utterly

It took Great Britain from the beginning 
of the War, 1914, until the battle of the 
Somme, the summer of 1916, before she

It took the United States from April, 
1917, when we declared war, until Sep- 
tember, 1918, at the time of the Saint 
Mihiel operation before she could put an 
effective force in the face of the enemy on 
the battlefield. Had it not been for the 
French and Russian manpower expressed in 
terms of armies in actual combat with the 


Germans the war would have been over 
in the first six months and Germany would 
have dictated the most drastic peace terms 
the world has ever seen, 

Even after our entry we were so slow 
that in Mareh, 1918, when the British 


were heavily defeated, and in May, 1918, 
when the French were heavily defeated, 
the Germans missed decisive victory only 
because of the lack of the extra hundred 
thousand necessary to exploit the victories 
won. 

Had it not been that we finally did suc- 
ceed in getting half our manpower to 
Europe the Germans would have, on the 
whole, dictated the terms of peace. 

The manpower that we did bring to bear 
was just sufficient to turn defeat into 
partial victory. If the armistice did not 
bring a decisive peace, it was for no other 
reason than the fact that the Germans were 
still relatively strong enough to necessi- 
tate probably another year’s fighting should 
they have declined to have accepted the 
terms of the Armistice. 

Had Great Britain been able in August, 
1914, to immediately bring to bear an army 
of two million men the Germans would 
never have reached the first Marne. Had 
we immediately. upon the declaration of 
war in April, 1917, been able to have put 
two million men on the Western Front, the 
British defeat of March of that year and 
the French of May of the same year would 
never have occurred, because the Germans, 
instead of being allowed almost a year in 
which to transport their divisions from the 
Russian to the Western Front, would have 
found themselves heavily attacked and 
driven back on the Western Front by the 
early summer of 1917. With such an ap- 
plication of manpower at that time a de- 
cisive victory could have been had, Berlin 
and all of Germany occupied and drastic 
terms of peace given and enforced. 

If there is one lesson that the war 
teaches to all except the foolish, the ig- 
norant or those who do not want to know 
the truth because it interferes with some 
pet propaganda of their own, it is that 
nothing but armed forces can produce de- 
cisive victory. Money, food, potential re- 
sources of every kind are valueless in the 
face of an active army. 


VOICE OF THE SERVICES 


NAVY COMMISSIONS 
To Tue Epiror: 
N the issue of the JourNaL for July 12, 
1924, under the “Voice of the Services,” 








appears a communication to the editor 

headed “Making Naval Officers’ and 
, . 

signed “Interested Reader.” Surely the 


interest of this reader is not very deep, or 
he would not have loaded his letter with 
erroneous intimations and omitted signifi- 
cant facts. 

In the first place the Naval officers from 
Annapolis are in need of no defense. The 
high character of their professional train- 
ing is known. The graduates of the Acad- 
emy come forth well grounded in the rudi- 
ments of their chosen profession. It does 
not follow, however, that their commission 
immediately invests them with full-fledged 
professional and technical equipment. To 
state that “in the Navy an officer is re- 
quired to be an all-around man immediate- 
ly, in other words to know sufficient about 
the deck and engineering departments to be 
efficient in both,” is to assume an untenable 
position. For he isn’t and he doesn't. 
With a few years’ practical experience in 
active service under varying conditions the 
graduate may become the “all-around man,” 
but not “immediately.” This “Interested 
Reader” might peruse with some _ profit, 
but perhaps not pleasure, the estimate of 
the value of this class to the service as 
expressed in Navigation News Bulletin No. 
48 of July 2, 1924. 

The dogmatic assertion that any plan for 
opening up commissioned ranks in the 
Navy to the enlisted force is *‘not feasible” 
is sufficient to make every ambitious Ameri- 
“an boy in the service sit up and inquire 
“Ilow come?” The chance to go to An- 
napolis through securing one of the hun- 
dred appointments yearly open to the en- 
listed grades is brought forth and dressed 
up with the intimation that the service lad 
has his first five years after enlistment to 
decide whether he wants a try at the gold 
braid. This ignores complacently the ac- 
tual requirements. Enlisted applicants to 
the Academy must have had a year’s en- 
listed service and be under 20 years of 
age. The decrepit, unambitious miscreant 
who waited until he was 19 to enlist, of 
course, deserves no consideration. 

Ah! but now we hear the cry that the 
Service gives our lad yet another oppor- 
tunity to achieve his golden stripe. He 
may become a warrant officer and then 
take the examination for ensign rank. In- 
teresting, if true. He may. Let us have 
all the facts. He cannot take the exami- 
nation from all warrant grades. Only 
the warrant boatswain, gunner and ma- 
chinist are eligible. He must have served 
four years in the warrant rank. So our 
ambitious lad, missing the chance to go 
to the Academy by one day or more, must 


first make his warrant grade. Just one 
requirement for warrant boatswain is seven 
years’ cruising duty. So our youngster 
has a bare possibility of a commission 
through this channel if he has luck—luck. 
purely, for he has no control over his as. 
signment to duty. 

The tale is not half told, but we pause, 
The Service men know that for the gregt 
majority the goal is and must remain the 
commissioned warrant grade. They know 
the law of 1922 made this grade less de. 
sirable, because it destroyed a_ previous 
parity with other commissioned grades. 
They know the primary purpose of Mr. Me. 
Swain’s letter to the Secretary was to aid 
the attempt to restore to the enlisted force 
their goal. And they know the failure to 
act for the commissioned warrant relief js 
hurtful to the Service. 

Real practical opportunity to advance 
to the regular commissioned ranks is denieq 
the enlisted man. These do not ask for 
special consideration. They ask oppor- 
tunity — opportunity to demonstrate an 
equivalency of that technical equipment by 
which “Interested Reader” sets such store, 
If there be valid reason to deny this oppor. 
tunity let it be stated. To prate of “gray- 
haired ensigns” and to insinuate that the 
lieutenants from the ranks who “rose from 
the ranks through hard and faithful service 
and study equivalent to a technical school 
training” is pure jejunery. 

Let our “Interested Reader” delve a 
trifle more deeply into the problem and his 
bland complacency over the “opportunities 
offered now to go through the Academy" 
will vanish, his querulous scorn at those 
who “neglect to take advantage of the Goy- 
ernment’s technical training” will be found 
undeserved, and perhaps, who knows, he 
may join with those who have made a study 
of the situation in hoping a_ practicable 
method may be devised to allow qualified 
enlisted men to aspire to a commission in a 
democratic American manner.

COMPANY MESS 
To Tre Eprror: 

N the ARMY AND NAvy JoURNAL of July 

12th was an article of three paragraphs 
about “Reform in Company Mess” and 
signed “‘A Doughboy.” You are quite right 
in what you say in the first paragraph 
regarding the cause of a great deal of dis- 
content. 

In the second paragraph you suggest a 
remedy that smacks of Bolshevism. It is 
bad enough in the Army now that the bars 
of discipline have been let down slightly in 
the matter of saluting in public. An off- 
cer eating at least one meal with the com- 
pany in barracks would be another step 
toward that system that is being spread 
among the enlisted men of the Army, name- 
ly the Soviet system. I would suggest a 
better remedy. Get rid of inefficient mess 
sergeants and cooks and keep getting rid 
of them until efficient mess sergeants and 
cooks are obtained. If the men in the com- 
pany once find out that the company com- 
mander will not stand for inefficiency, es- 
pecially where their comforts are con- 
cerned, they will cease worrying and 
grumbling, although when a soldier ceases 
grumbling at the food he is ready to be 
examined by the doctor. , 

Now, in regard to paragraph three of 
your letter, I wonder, “Doughboy,” how 
long you have been in the Army and where 
and when did you study the regulations re- 
garding mess funds. I would advise you 
to take a course in company administration. 
especially that part that deals with the 
mess funds. The next time the Inspector 
General inspects your organization be right 
there and give him some advice about the 
company council book. 

Oh, Doughboy, it is easy to see that you 
are inexperienced in the ways of the Army! 
So I am going to give you a short lessen in 
company administration. 

Army regulation prohibits the use of the 
mess fund for any purpose other than that 
of purchasing articles for the mess. If 
in your organization, (I presume you are 
still in the Army), pool tables and talking 
machines are being bought from ration 
savings then you can make a complaint. 
and you can have your company command- 
er tried for using the mess fund for un- 
authorized purchases; your battalion com- 
mander, who atidits the company council 
book, tried for, neglect of duty, and the In- 
spector General tried for the same offense.

PLAN TO GET NEW ORGAN 
FOR WEST POINT CHAPEL 


HE proposed raising of funds by the 

Association of Graduates of the U.S, 
M.A. to provide an harmonic section in the 
cadet chapel at West Point, N. Y., was 
originally discussed at the annual meeting 
of the Association of Graduates in June 
1923, and left to the executive committee 
of that association with power to act.

Q.M.C. SUPPLY REQUESTS 


HE Quartermaster General having 

found it impossible, due to the lack 
of funds. to provide sufficient stocks of 
boots and shoes at all sales stores in order 
to suply officers of the Reserve Corps and 
National Guard, has directed that the fol- 
lowing action be taken upon requests of 
this kind. 

(a) The order will be sent direct to 
the Commanding Officer, Philadelphia, 
Quartermaster Intermediate Depot, to be 
filled from the stock on hand at that 
depot. 

(b) If the boots or shoes desired are 
not available at the Philadelphia Quarter- 
master Intermediate Depot, the order will 
be returned direct to the officer making 
the request, advising him that the order 
cannot be filled and will be considered 
cancelled. 

All requests of this nature must be ac- 
companied by a copy of the order of ap- 
pointment or other official evidence of the 
fact that the person making the request 
holds a commission in either the Reserve 
Corps or National Guard. When articles 
are to be shipped, certified check, express 
or postal money order must be with it to 
cover, in addition to the cost of articles 
and overhead, the parcel post insured 
charges.

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AIR CHIEF COMMENDS 
COAST GUARD IN LETTER 


OX of the effects of the world flight by 
the Army has been to increase the cor- 
dial relations between the services and 
bring out how each are dependent upon 
the other in undertaking a great enter- 
prise. The Navy is now co-operating with 
the world fliers in the Atlantic, but the 
Coast Guard was active and efficient in 
the Pacific. This was related in the de- 
spatches during the flight, but it is re- 
viewed in a letter by Maj. Gen. Mason M. 
patrick, Chief of the Air Services, to Rear 
Adm. Frederick C. Billard, Commandant, 
Coast Guard. General Patrick, in his en- 
thusiastic congratulations to the Coast 
Guard, said that “Both in your headquar- 
ters and in Behring Sea patrol have you 
played a major part, and on behalf of the 
world flight and the Army Air Service I 
wish to convey to you not only my deepest 
thanks, but congratulations.” 

The following is the text of the letter: 

“While the crossing of the Pacific Ocean 
by the three United States Army airplanes 
is still fresh in our minds, I wish to express 
to you personally and to the various officers 
of your command who have been con- 
nected with this flight my sincere apprecia- 
tion and thanks for the splendid co-opera- 
tion and assistance rendered by the Coast 
Guard to the Army flight. 

“During the past year, while the plans 
for this Hight have been developing, the 
data furnished by your office concerning 
the North Pacific section of the route has 
been invaluable. In fact, the plans of the 
flight concerning this part of the route 
were based almost entirely upon your 
recommendations and the _ information 
which you furnished. It was essential 
that the Paeific be crossed during the 
months of April and May in order to fly 
over the balance of the route during the 
summer months. The crossing would not 
have been effected at this time without 
your assistance. In turning over to us en- 
tirely: the Coast Guard cutters the Haida 
and Algonquin to convoy our airplanes 
across the Pacific and distribute supplies, 
{realize that your Bering Sea Patrol pro- 
gram had to be materially modified. All 
your personnel assigned to this joint mis- 
sion have shown a. personal interest in 
the matter and taken great pride in the 
success of the flight. Whenever an emer- 
gency has arisen they immediately arose 
to the oceasion and co-operated to the full 
extent of their ability. At several times 
during the carrying out of our plans over 
this section of the route we have been 
faced with barriers apparently insurmount- 
able. In each case the Coast Guard ves- 
sels and personnel have entered the breach 
and enabled us to carry on. 

“I appreciate the fact that the two ves- 
sels detailed for this work were required to 
enter Alaskan waters earlier than usual. 
When it was found that the commercial 
boats available to carry our supplies from 
Seward to Dutch Harbor were too small 
to accommodate the large wing boxes, it 
was 1 Coast Guard vessel that enabled us 
to get these spares to Unalaska on time. 
When additional spare parts and addition- 
al fuel were needed out along the Aleutian 
Islands and for emergency use in crossing 
the Pacific, it was the Coast Guard cut- 
ter Haida that carried them. When major 
Martin, the commander of the flight, needed 
assurance at Kanatak, 500 miles from 
Dutch Harbor, the Coast Guard cutter 
Algonquin immediately rushed to his as- 
sistance with a new engine. Later, when 
this ofticer was lost in the Alaskan wilder- 
ness, both the Coast guard cutters, the 
Haida and Algonquin, continued an untir- 
ing search both fay and night along the 
shore line of the Alaskan Peninsula and 
the small adjacent islands: for the lost 
aviator, 

“The familiarity of the Coast Guard per- 
sonuel with conditions in Alaska and their 
acquaintanee with local authorities in out 
of the way areas did much to facilitate 
the smooth operation of our plans. Most 
Valuable assistance has been rendered by 
beth these Coast Guard cutters in fur- 
hishing radio reports concerning the prog- 
Tess of the flight across the Pacific. No 
other means of communication was avail- 
able for a great part of the time. Ac- 
curate and regular reports were received 
each day from one or the other of these 
two vessels. 

_ “In reeording one of the most interest- 
ing and thrilling aeronautical exploits of 
contemporary history, your well organized 
and efficient force, both in your Headquar- 
ters and in the Bering Sea Patrol, have 
played a major part, and upon behalf of 
the World Flight and the Army Air Ser- 
vice I wish to convey to you not only my 
deepest thanks, but my congratulations 
upon the successful accomplishment of 
this flight which you have made possible. 
Will you kindly do me the favor of per- 


sonally expressing my gratitude and con- 
gratulations to your Headquarters’ force, 
to the officers and men connected with the 
Bering Sea Patrol and such other members 
of your organization as have co-operated 
in this enterprise.

ynent decoration. 

V. Naturalization of aliens who served in 
the Army of the United States.—1. It has 
come to the attention of the War Department 
that aliens desiring to take advantage of their 
Government service in obtaining naturalization, 
after having been honorably discharged from 
the United States Army or from vessels under 
the control of the War Department on which 


they have served three years, frequently pre- 
sent their certificates of honorable dicharge 
after the six-months’ period has elapsed in 


which they may invoke the exemption of being 
required to prove five years’ residence in the 
United States, and are thereby deprived of 
this exemption extended to them under the 
provisions of the seventh subdivision of sec- 
tion 4 of the act of June 29, 1906 (34 Stat. 
596), as contained in the act of May 9, 1918 
(40 Stat. 542—Sec. II, Bul. No. 28, W. D., 
1918). 

2. Company commanders and others charged 
with the delivery of certificates of discharge 
to soldiers, and persons charged with the de-

NAVY AIR NOTE 


HE loss of the kite balloon which broke 
adrift from the Naval Air Station, 
Lakehurst, N. J.. was estimated in money 
value at approximately $150 instead of the 
$50,000 reported in various press accounts.

They have been 
used at Lakehurst for testing parachutes 
by dropping the parachutes from the basket 
of the balloon. It is stated that the cost 
- of salvage of the runaway kite would be 
in excess of its value if they were recovered.

NAVY DEPARTMENT PLANS 
FOR R. 0. T. C. ANNOUNCED 


N a bulletin issued by the Bureau of 

Navigation the report published in the 
ArMY AND Navy JouRNAL last week of 
the plans for the creation of a Navy Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps is confirmed. 
In the same bulletin the unsatisfactory re- 
sults of Reserve officers’ examinations are 
made public. No doubt this has hastened 
the Department’s action in the matter. 

Of the total 1028 examination papers 
sent out to Reserve Officers, 204 failed to 
take the examination. Of those that took 
the examinations, 9 failed physically, 412 
passed professionally, 162 failed profes- 
sionally and 64 have not been heard from 
by the Department. ’ 

The Bureau states that it has experienced 
difficulty in the past in securing officers 
for Class 2 of the Naval Reserve force. 
To overcome this condition and to insure 
a gradual building up of the Reserve in 
the lower ranks it is proposed to establish 
a regular course for Reserve officers at 
colleges, 

A limited number of registered students 
will be authorized to take the course of 
four years at a college which is to be se- 
lected in the near future. The students 
will be enrolled as Reserve midshipmen of 
Class 6, and upon graduation will be com- 
missioned as ensigns in Class 2. On each 
of the first three years the Reserve mid- 
shipmen will be sent out on a_ practice 
cruise. 
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FEDERALS FORCE BRAZIL 
REBELS FROM SAO PAULO 


‘THE Federal troops occupied Sao Paulo 
on July 28, according to official re- 
ports, forcing the insurrectionary forces to 
evacuate their stronghold under pressure. 
The city fell after 23 days of continuous 
fighting, the rebels abandoning it when 
their supplies were cut off. 

No further reports have been made of 
the progress of the troops, a communique 
declaring that portions of the rebel forces 
had fled to the interior of Brazil closely 
pursued by Federal troops. Until the 
revolutionary leaders are captured, how- 
ever, expert observers declare that the pos- 
sibility of a revival of the movement is 
possible. : : 

The Federals launched their heaviest at- 
tack on the city Sunday, July 27, and suc- 
ceeded in forcing the barriers only_after 
the most desperate street fighting. Whip- 
pet tanks, supported by infantry, turned 
the tide in favor of the Federal forces. 

Gen. Isidorio Lopez, the insurrectionary 
commander, escaped, but his capture is 
momentarily expected. Maj. Miguel Costa 
committed suicide when captured by the 
Federal troops.

The two principal factors in the present busi- 
ness situation, or, at least, the two most interesting 
ones, are the Interallied Conference in London and 
the buoyancy of the grain markets. The London 
Conference is centered on the terms providing for 
a £40,000,000 loan to Germany. Without such a 
loan the Dawes plan cannot function and the repa- 
rations problem would be as far from settlement as 
ever. 

So far optimism seemed warranted by the prog- 
ress that has been made. Bankers have been a lit- 
tle more exacting in connection with the German 
loan, so as to fully safeguard investors, than was 
anticipated. It seems to be an accepted fact, how- 
ever, that ultimately satisfactory terms will be 
arrived at. 

Germany apparently is doing her share, the Reich 
having approved a bill for a new gold note bank, 
as provided for in the Dawes scheme. The copper 
market also is acting as though there were little 
doubt concerning the demand which will soon de- 
velop abroad for that commodity. Germany is al- 
ready America’s best copper customer, purchasing 
24,200,000 pounds during May, and is believed took 
even larger amounts in June and July. The price 


of the metal in both London and New York has 
advanced practically 1 cent a pound within two 
weeks, being quoted at 13% cents in the latter 


market. 

Foreign exchange rates have developed a_ better 
tone, due in part to a fundamental improvement in 
invisible foreign trade items, but largely to opti- 
mism over the London Conference. Sterling just 
recently touched the year’s highest point. 

Wheat, oats, corn and hogs have been making 
“new high prices” for the vear so frequently of late 
that the expression is becoming trite. Cotton has 
been strong and last week was within a fraction of 
a cent of its high price for the vear. It is estimated 
that the upturn in grain prices alone have increased 
the wealth of the farmer a billion dollars over a 
year ago. This is an exceedingly important develop- 
ment not only for the farmer, but for the country 
as a whole. The prosperity of the last three years 
has been on a rather unsteady foundation because 
of the maladjiistment in the prices of farm prod- 
ucts. Purchasing power in the agricultural dis- 
tricts has been far below that found in industrial 
sections, and a weakness that might result in col- 
lapse at any time was the result. Now this situa- 
tion is being corrected. It has also its political 
aspect which, secondarily, is of business interest. 

The London Conference and improvement in the 
finances of the agricultural sections of the country, 
combined with continued low money rates, have 
resulted in a strong stock market. The New York 
Times’ average prices for fifty stocks not only made 
a new high for the vear last week, but exceeded the 
high price established in March, 1923. The prices 
are also above the high of October, 1922, and 
twenty points above the high of 1921. The great 
bull market of 1920 reached a level only a frac- 
tion above current averages. The market, however, 
has a very different appearance than it did in 1920, 
or even in 1922 and 1923. The leaders in the pres- 
ent market have been the rails, whereas in the 
other three years the rails lagged and average 
prices were advanced by gains among the indus- 
trials. From all appearances the rails should go 
considerably higher, as they are still cheap in the 
light of the pre-war prices, while the railroad situ- 
ation is probably as favorable as it has ever been 
in the history of the industry. In addition to much 
constructive legislation during the last four years 
and little or no harmful legislation, despite many 
threats and a constantly expanding earning power 
through the natural growth of the country, there is 
to be taken into consideration the effect of mergers 
and consolidations. This latter factor may or may 
not be of a great deal of consequence from the 
standpoint of actual returns to stockholders, but it 
affords a basis for broad speculation. The low- 
priced, non-dividend paying shares naturally are 
the ones to be most benefited, as they are the roads 
which will be absorbed by the leading systems. 

Copper stocks have a good outlook for reasons 
denoted above. Consumption is at the highest rate 
ever known and should the European situation be 
untangled it bids fair to broaden still further. The 
low price for the metal has made operations un- 
profitable, except in the case of very low-cost pro- 
ducers, and this factor is still to be taken into ac- 
count. Chile, Kenecott, Utah and Anaconda are in 
the better positions. 

Oil stocks have enjoyed something of a rally 
within the recent past, but the cause is due more 
to cheap money and the technical position the 
stocks have occupied in the market than to any 
marked improvement in the petroleum. industry it- 
self. Production still exceeds consumption and the 








surplus stocks of crude oil is so heavy that another 
price-cutting epidemic has broken out, even in the 
face of proration. The California situation is some- 
what better, but this is offset by the prospects of 
decidedly greater production in Colorado and other 
sections

The Association of the Army of the United States 
has its largest sector at Los Angeles, California, 
the membership being something over one thousand. 
The marked success of this sector is largely due to 
the efforts of Col. Charles W. Decker and Lieut. 
Col. John B. Chaffey, both of the Organized Re- 
serves, and of the zealous co-operation of Major 
Frank Drake, on duty with the Reserves, and his 
predecessor, Lt. Col. R. H. Richmond. It has been 
particularly demonstrated at Los Angeles what 
progress can be made in the “three in one Army” 
idea by intelligent and properly directed effort. 

This sector during the past season has been 
holding regular monthly meetings with large and 
enthusiastic attendance. At each meeting the main 
events on the program were two addresses on sub- 
jects of a nature instructive to” the members, one 
by a civilian along some important line, the other 
by a military man upon a military topic.

COMPTROLLER GENERAL 


Jurty 30, 1924. 

A lieutenant U.S. Naval Reserve Force is not 
entitled to count service as a cadet at the Naval 
Academy for purposes of longevity, such service 
being specifically excluded frofm being so counted by 
the provisions of Section 3 of the Act of June 10, 
1922. (Field’s case, July 10, 1924.) 

The Act of May 18, 1920, contemplates that travel 
will not in all cases be between the old and new 
stations and, if transportation between other than 
the old and new stations and in excess of that per- 
mitted by the change of station order is authorized, 
there can be little question that transportation for 
a less distance is equally valid, the basic fact ap- 
pearing that the dependents have in fact removed 
from the old station pursuant to the change of sta- 
tion order.

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BRITISH PROTEST U. S. 
~GUN ELEVATION PLANS 





Proposed Elevation Would 
Place Navy on Par 
With English 


NO VIOLATION OF TREATY 


A CABLE from London announces that 

the British Government has made 
representations to the Government of the 
United States and Japan that the altera- 
tion of the elevation of guns on capital 
war vessels, or expenditure for the purpose 
of increasing the radius of action of these 
guns, would be, in the opinion of the Brit- 
ish Government, a breach of the Washing- 
ton convention, Thus does Great Britain 
come out openly against the modernization 
of the American Navy by which the Fleet 
would have the same range of fire as that 
of the British Fleet. 

When this matter was up before in Con- 
gress and the State Department no repre- 
sentation had been made to the American 
Government that the proposed change in 
the elevation of the American guns would 
be contrary to the treaty. 

It was asserted at the State Department 
that no protest had been made by Great 
Britain, but that the British Government 
had insisted that the American Naval 
authorities had acted upon misinformation 
as to what had been the policy of the 
British Admiralty on the subject. 

In all probability the original intention 
of the Secretary of Foreign Affairs was to 
prevent this improvement in the American 
Fleet. It must now be apparent that the 
British Government dces not propose to 
permit a modernization of the American 
Fleet or the elevation of its guns if it can 
prevent it. In this, of course, the British 
Government will have the aid and comfort 
of the American pacifists and politicians. 
Its former representation was only for the 
purpose of gaining time, and they uccom- 
plished their purpose with the aid of a timid 
Congress 

The protest was timed to the minute. 
It comes when the Naval authorities are 
working on next year’s legislative program 
and the budget. If the question of the 
elevation of the guns can again become in- 
volved in a lengthy diplomatic conversa- 
tion another session of Congress will go by 
without the authorization and appropria- 
tion for this improvement. This will give 
the British Fleet a superiority for at least 
another year and by that time the astute 
English diplomats will probably be able to 
raise another question which will secure 
a farther postponement of the time when 
even the capital ships of the American 
Fleet will be on a parity with the British 
Fleet. America always loses at the diplo- 
matic table. 

In his last annual report the Secretary 
of the Navy recommended an authorization 
by Congress of the elevation of the guns 
of 13 of the American battleships. He took 
the position that this was not contrary to 
the arms treaty, and cited a memorandum 
by Frank Il. Schofield, U.S.N., which was 
included in the report as an appendix. 
Captain Schofield’s memorandum was writ- 
ten after conferences with the members of 


the general board and represents what may’ 


truly be termed as American expert opin- 
ion. He dealt with the subject in a mas- 
terly way and made what appears to be an 
unanswerable argument. 

Captain Schofield pointed out that the 
only words in the treaty that bear up on 
the proposed elevation are as follows: 

“No alteration in side armor, in caliber, 
uumber or general type of mounting of 
main armament shall be permitted.” 

He then enumerated the five necessary 
steps in increasing the elevation of the 
turret guns of the 18 of our battleships 
that are under consideration. These steps 
are: 

(1) Increasing the size of the gun port 
opening. 

(2) Lengthening the elevating screw so 
that the breech of the gun may be lowered 
and raised through a greater distance. 

(5) Cutting away some of the plates and 
framing under the breech of the gun so 
that the breech may be lowered further. 

(4) Changing the position of the am- 
munition hoists slightly. 

(5) Making a more powerful counter re- 
coil system. 

Taking up each of these steps he demon- 
strated clearly that they do not amount to 
an “alteration in side armor, in caliber, 
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number or general type of mounting of 
main armament.” He pointed out that the 
increase in the size of the gun ports would 
not change the mounting of general char- 
acter of the guns but would simply be a 
matter of enlarging the holes in the armor 
while the mounting remained the same. 
The lengthening of the screw does not 
change the type of the mounting of the 
gun. The same type of mounting 1s pre- 
served. The size of the screw does not 
change the general type of the mounting. 

The third step of cutting away the plates 
on the breech is practically on the same 
basis as increasing the size of the gun 
ports. Changing of the position of the 
ammunition hoists forms absolutely no ba- 
sis for a-protest, and a fifth step of the 
more powerful counter-recoil system can- 
not be construed as an alteration of the 
general type of the mounting of the gun. 

The Captain should have gone on and 
stated that the amount asked for, for this 
improvement on the guns of 13 capital ships 
is an assurance in itself that the guns are 
not to have a new type of mounting as 
prohibited by the treaty. No such im- 
provement could be made in all of the tur- 
ret guns of the 13 battleships for $6,500,- 
000. 

Much was said in Congress, by the op- 
ponents of this part of the modernization 
of the Fleet, of the “spirit of the treaty.” 
The real spirit of the treaty and its an- 
nounced purpose was to give America and 
Creat Britain fleets of equal strength. The 
strength of a fleet is based largely on its 
gunfire. It is not determined by the range 
of one or two ships but by the average 
range of the entire fleet. If it is admitted 
that the United States had not the right, 
under the treaty, to bring the range of the 
guns of its battle fleet up to that of the 
British Navy, what becomes of the 5-5-3 
ratio? It ceases to exist and the American 
Fleet drops into second place. If the Brit- 
ish Government is able to maintain its 
attitude toward the subject of modern- 
izing the American Fleet, the United States 
was more disastrously defeated at the arms 
conference than it was first presumed by 
the opponents to the agreement. 

In the course of his annual report, when 
he recommended an appropriation for the 
elevation of the guns, former Secretary of 
the Navy Denby said: 

“It is quite obvious that in a fleet action 
all the vessels of a fleet cannot be firing 
upon the enemy until the enemy is under 
fire by the ships of shortest range. In such 





a fleet action we would have seven ships © 


that can fire slightly over 20,000 yards, 
whereas the ships of shortest range in the 
British Fleet, according to the British nav- 
al writer, Mr. Bywater, can fire 23,000 
yards, making a difference of practically 
two miles. In other words, if the British 
remained at a range just equal to their 
shortest-ranged ships, the fire of over a 
third of our ships could not reach them. 
This would automatically reduce the size 
of our fleet by one-third. Expressed in 
terms of elevation of guns, the 13 ships of 
the American Navy have a designed eleva- 
tion of 15 degrees, whereas none of the 22 
ships of the British Navy has less than 20 
degrees, thus leaving the American ships 
much inferior in this regard to those of 
Great Britain.” 

It requires no elaborate study to under- 
stand how vital the elevation of the guns 
of 13 of its battleships is to the strength of 
the American Navy. If the American Gov- 
ernment yields on this point, it might as 
well give up any pretension to maintain- 
ing a treaty Navy. The issue is clearly 
drawn as Secretary of the Navy Wilbur 
stated in reference to the protest of the 
British Government, 

“I hope that the question is settled so 
that we can go to Congress with our recom- 
mendations without any diplomatic com- 
plications.” 


MERRIMAC PROW LOCATED 
IN FOUNDRY SCRAP PILE 


HE prow of the Confederate Merrimac, 

which for a time, during the days of 
the Civil War, caused consternation in 
the North until it met its match in the 
Monitor, was discovered in the scrap heap 
of an iron foundry in Baltimore a few 
days ago. That the piece of iron is the 
original ram of the Merrimac is vouched 
for by H. A. Ramsey, who was chief en- 
gineer of the Confederate destroyer. 

An effort will be made to res¢ue the one 
time mighty instrument of war from its 
present lowly surroundings and give it 
honorable position in the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. 
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PROPOSE ALTERATION 
IN NAVY UNIFORMS 


Forty Changes Suggested in 
Memorandum to Various 
Bureau Chiefs 





ALLOW WOUND CHEVRONS 


ABOUT 40 changes in the Navy uni- 

form regulations are proposed in a 
memorandum which has been submitted to 
the Chief of Naval Operations, Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy and chiefs of the 
bureaus. Under date of July 25 the memo- 
randum was despatched to the chiefs of 
the bureaus, and will be taken under con- 
sideration at the council of the Secre- 
tary at numerous sessions. 

A great many of the changes are of a 
detailed character. Perhaps the most im- 
portant is the authorization of the wear- 
ing of wound chevrons, the specifications 
for a new black shoe and of flannel shirts. 
The proposal for a new cap for the blue- 
jackets is not included in the memorandum. 

A new article on page 6 authorizes 
wound chevrons. They will be worn on 
the lower half of the right sleeve and 
will not only be for the great war and 
other past wars, but for future wars. 
The chevron will be an inverted “V” of 
gold braid for the blue uniform and of yel- 
low silk lace braid for the white uniform. 

Another article is added on page 7, 
which will be 137,” setting forth, “It is 
directed that the undressed white uniform 
of all men landed for operations on shore 
be dyed khaki brown when in the opinion 
of the commanding officers it is advisable 
to do so.” 

On page 20, article 
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(f) changed to 


ad: 

“The embroidered device shall be worn 
by officers and chief petty officers on blue 
coats.” 

On page 20, article 
read : 

“The pin device shall be worn by offi- 
cers and chief petty officers on white coats 
and by other enlisted men on overshirts 
and jumper in blue dress and white dress 
uniform, but on no other.” 

Page 22, new article as follows: 

Figure 246—Gloves, same as for other 
enlisted personnel.” 

On page 23, article 251 (c), in ninth 
and tenth lines: 

“Strike out the words ‘evening dress 
blue’ and ‘and’; at the end of the sen- 
tence strike out the leter ‘s’ from quotes, 
so that the article will read, ‘On evening 
clothes, if miniatures are not available, 
the decorations, medals and ribbons will be 
worn pinned on the left lapel extended to 
the left of the lapel if necessary.’ ” 

On page 28, 266 (d), after gun. pointer 
mark, insert paragraph as follows: “Gun 
range finder operator, mark men who 
have qualified, if gun range finder operator, 
shall wear a distinguishing mark midway 
between the shoulder and elbow on the left 
arm for men of the seamen’s branch, and 
right arm for others.” 

On page 28, article 266 (d), insert new 
paragraph as follows: “Officers, stewards 
and officers’ cooks shall wear a distin- 
guishing mark with three, two or one 
horizontal stripes below it, to denote first, 
second and third class respectively. 

On page 28, article 267 (b), second line, 
change period to comma and add: 

“Provided, however, that in no case shall 
a man with less than 12 years service be 
entitled to wear gold lace stripes.” 

On page 40, article 293 (a), change to 
read: 

“For all commissioned officers, 
chief warrant officers.” 

Insert new paragraph as follows: 

“316%. Shoes, low, black leather. 
also paragraph 333 and 334.) 

(a) Material.—Black calf skin, smooth 
finish. 

Description.—To be low shoe, blucher 
style, with perforated toe caps; to 
laced with eyelets * * * 

(b) Shoes, white. White oxford or 
high shoes of white buckskin or canvas of 
pattern similar to black shoes, shall be 
worn by chief petty officers with white 
trousers except as when otherwise pre- 
scribed elsewhere in these regulations.” 

A lengthy new paragraph is proposed 
for the flannel shirt. It is to be of Navy 
standard, dark-blue 12-0z, flannel. In the 
course of the specifications it is set forth 
that the bottom of the shirt is to have a 
“hemmed vent, 4 inches deep; triangular 
reinforcement. Two eyelet holes in each 
triangle, three-fourths of an inch from the 
bottom and three-fourths of an inch from 
the side to the seams.”

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The collar is to be “of double thickness, 
double stitched one-half inch wide around 
the edge, sewed to the forepart and back 
with turned seams, double stitched, one- 
fourth inch wide.”
